shortened, a closed season of one or two years for all wild life, except of 
the predatory varieties, be imposed, that game laws be more strictly en- 
forced, and others. 

But one of the most intriguing and perhaps practical proposals came 
in the form of a suggestion that provision be made for the establishment 
of a wild life sanctuary of one section of land in every township, coupled
